TH O S E RELIEF MAPS. 


Editors Dispatch:— 
Believing that the educational in­ 
terests of our city are imperiled by 
the present unfavorable attitude of 
the Board of Education, I deem it 
my duty as one whose interest is 
common with that of the general 
welfare of the city to call the atten ­ 
tion of the public to certain tran s­ 
actions of the* above Board. 
We are 
all aw are that the present tax levy 
is extrem ely high, yet none will ob­ 
ject to tin* expenditure of the public 
money when judiciously disbursed. 
On October last the Board of Educa­ 
tion purchased from the Central 
School Supply House, of Chicago, a 
set of so-called relief maps at a cost 
of $500. 
These maps were at that 
time declared by com petent judges 
to be inaccurate in their execution 
and utterly 
exorbitant in price. 
The person who at that time ap­ 
peared as the strongest advocate 
against them on the above grounds 
was the present Superintendent of 
our Schools. 
The following is a 
letter from Superintendent P arr, of 
St. Cloud.

It is 
a high table-land, with mountain 
slopes, approached by canons, in 
one of which the Italian arm y was 
slaughtered a few' years ago. 
The mountains are all about alike 
high. 
On a natural scale, on maps 
of th at size, the highest mountains 
on the globe would be about one 
twenty-seventh of an inch high. On 
these maps they are exaggerated 
from fifteen to th irty times. 
Not 
only are they out of all proportion 
in height, but they are too wide. 
In various places, the Andes, the 
Rockies and 
other 
system s 
are 
represented as from one-third to 
double as wide as they roallv are. 
The rivers run gaily up hill and 
down, and the lakes show no respect 
whatever for the law of gravita­ 
tion; taking, on their surfaces, all 
sorts of levels. 
Time and patience 
would not suffice to enum erate the 
gross misrepresentation of 
these 
maps. 
It is enough to say that, as 
representations of geographical fact, 
they have no value whatever, and it 
is a crim e to fill the minds of chil­ 
dren with conceptions which repre­ 
sent no reality. 
If our schools fill 
their pupils’ heads with nonsense, 
they were better closed up. 
It is 
this view of the case which led the 
w riter to oppose these maps in St. 
Cloud. 
These maps 
are 
like 
Hodge s 
razors; they were made to sell. The 
price is perfectly ridiculous. 
The 
list is $125 per set. 
There is a 
better set in

apiece; and another at $t> a set. 
All 
the claim about the making of these 
maps being very expensive1 is moon­ 
shine. 
They 
are 
moulded 
in a 
mould, out of papier NiACHE, or in 
plain English, paper pulp, a material 
which is very inexpensive. 
Like a 
stereotype, they are baked to make 
them hard. 
The names, rivers and 
the like* are printed on il sheet of 
French tissue paper and pressed 
down on the moulded form, 
This 
accounts for the gayness with which 
the rivers jog along up hill and 
down. 
Then the whole thing is 
; given a coat of shellac, and appears 
as “ enameled. ” 
A word as to the methods of this

ly, but with great difficulty, owing to 
tho heavy sea which was prevailing. 
One of them was sw am ped as soon as 
it. touched the Water, but another gov 
aw ay w ith eight or nine people on 
board and reached the shore In safety.

New Duty for County Superintendents. 
An opinion of interest to the schools 
of the larger cities of the state given 
to Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion Pendergast by Attorney General 
Childs is as follows: 
County Super­ 
intendent Hogan of Ilumsey county 
recently asked the state superinten­ 
dent whether his duties involved the 
inspection of the independent and 
special districts in his county, and the 
opinion of the attorney general, with­ 
out reference to the local conditions, 
is that the county superintendent 
shall inspect all schools, unless there 
ie som ething in the law creating any 
particular special 
district 
directly 
contradictory of the law governing 
the duties of the county superinten­ 
dents.

"It is not saying too much to say that ‘ ^ — 
no man on the islands stands so high 
among all classes of people, and espe­ 
cially those of Hawaiian blood, or na 
lives, as they are usually termed, as the 
president of the republio. He is a hand 
some man, of splendid physique, quite 
six feet tall. 
A man of fine presence, 
with a quiet dignity and at tho same 
time most approachable, tho humblest 
workman feels free to speak to the head 
of the government, even though it may 
be to stop him on the street in a passing 
way. Extremely democratic, tho pres! 
dent's everyday life is simple and with 
less display than that of many citizens 
around him. 
"When in town President Dole walks 
to his office in the executive building, 
and when out at his house at Diamond 
Head he rides in on horseback. In social 
life President and Mrs. Dole dispense a 
charming hospitality and so muoh after 
the American fashion, as all Honolulu 
social life is, that one is never conscious 
of being on foreign soil. In foot, the 
American atmosphere is everywhere on 
the Hawaiian Islands, and today, with 
its mixed foreign population, Honolulu 
has fewer characteristics of a foreign 
town than Ban Francisco.” 
"Well,” mid the senator, who had 
been an interested listener, "President 
Dole does not admit that his govern 
meat will go to smash if annexation 
should fail" 
"No, but at the same time he states 
frankly why annexation would be the 
best thing for Hawaii. And now that 
President Dole is in America and baa 
spoken on the subject, it will be no 
breach of confidence if I refer briefly to 
a conversation with him in Honolulu a 
full month before our congress opened-. 
It was a few days before I sailed, and I 
mw him one morning at his office in 
the executive building. 'If annexation 
fails, what will yon do?' I asked. Tbs 
question was abrupt, but the answer 
oame quick, firm and in just three 
words: 
" 'Go right on.' 
"They have come to me a hundred 
times since, and the quiet, firm voice- 
only three words, but they told the 
whole story. I thought of tho former 
queen in Washington and the royalists 
in Honolulu, and I knew tho monarchy 
had passed forever from Hawaii. After 
a little pause I referred to the Princess 
Kaiulani and tho feeling in certain 
quarters that the government would be 
strengthened by a coalition, making 
KaiuUni nominal queen. To that the 
answer was no less certain and firm: 
" 'There will never be a monarchy 
again on the Hawaiian Islands, not even 
in name. That would be a step back­ 
ward. We are going forward.' 
"Nothing could be more convincing 
than those few words spoken in firm, 
quiet tones, lf annexation fails, that 
little republic in midocean will go on 
at any cost.”—New York Tribune.

Jackson’s religion and to the remark 
attributed to Tom Marshall, that the 
general finally turned Presbyterian and 
cheated the devil, suggests the story 
of 
how he became 
converted. 
The 
clergyman who had that honor was the 
Rev. Dr. Edgar, who had charge of a 
Presbyterian church in Nashville. 
He 
had preached some sermons which Gen. 
Jackson listened to with interest after 
he left the presidency and returned to 
the Hermitage. 
A discourse on the 
manner In which Providence regulated 
and shaped lives and affairs of inen and 
an impressive application of the idea to 
the general’s own career made a par­ 
ticularly profound impression cm his 
mind. 
He sent for Dr. Edgar and ex­ 
pressed a wish to be received into th * 
Presbyterian church at the Hermitage 
at 
once, together with 
his daughter. 
The clergyman propounded to him the 
necessary 
questions 
concerning 
the 
convert’s frame of mind, his personal 
experiences and his faith in the doc­ 
trines of tho church. 
Everything went 
smoothly, and "Old Hickory” answered 
all the questions satisfactorily until Dr. 
Edgar aroused the sleeping lion within 
him by asking: 
"General, it is my 
duty to put you one more question. Can 
you forgive all your enemies?” 
"Yes,” 
replied 
the venerable 
patriot, with 
great earnestness, "I can freely forgive 
my political enemies, but (warming uP> 
as for those who abused me when I 
was serving my country in the field and 
those who attacked me for serving my 
country- 110, doctor, that is a different 
case.” 
The clergyman, of course, informed 
him that forgiveness of all men would 
be a necessary condition to his spiritual 
regeneration 
and entrance into the 
church. 
But it required a long argu­ 
ment before Dr. Edgar could convince 
him that it was a proper thing to for­ 
give his enemies. 
He was not long af- 
terward admitted as a member of tim 
church at the Hermitage, and it is said 
that he spent a large portion of his time 
until his death reading the Bible. 
He 
was at one time proposed as a ruling 
elder of the church, hut declined to 
serve, and in his will he expressed his 
religious feeling thus: 
"I bequeath 
my body to the dust whence it conies 
and my sould to God who gave it, hop 
ing for a happy immortality through 
the atoning merits of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the savior of the world.”

The doctor had ventured to 
inquire, in the course of a conversation 
about things in the life of his convert 
in tin* iiast, as to what he would have 
done with Senator Calhoun and nis 
South Carolina friends if they had per­ 
sisted in their scheme of nullification. 
Instantly the general exclaimed, rising 
in his bed: 
"I would have hanged 
them, sir, as high as Haman; 
they 
would have been a terror to traitors for 
all time, and posterity would have pro­ 
nounced it the best act of my life." 
His last words were that ho would meet 
all his household, both white and black, 
before God in heaven. 
After his death 
there was a story to the effeot that a 
Democratic merchant met a W hig mer­ 
chant and said to him: "Ah, it’s a good 
and great man we have lost.

man has gone to heaven. Gen. Jackson 
has.”

of conversion.

much of incidental Interest, and both 
the dresses and scenery 
have 
been 
carefully studied and copied from e a r­ 
ly MSS. and specimens in the British

acters were played with much e a rn ­ 
estness. 
The ecclesiastical roles were 
tilled by clergy, while all taking part

The scene 
outside the Forum at Rome and the 
conference at which Ethelbert granted 
leave to the missionaries to practice

Impressive, and the chanting of th£ a n ­ 
them sung by Augustine and his mis­ 
sionaries as they approached Canter­ 
bury was also an interesting feature 
of the play.

P O P U L A R S C I E N C E . 


Many persons are desperately afraid 
of night air, and so shut themselves 
into close rooms and breathe an at­ 
mosphere poisoned by human exhala­ 
tions. It is well to avoid draughts, but 
night air, as Florence Nightingale put 
it, is the only air we have at night, 
and it is much wholesomer pure than 
impure. 
M. Forel, in his excellent work on 
ants, has pointed out that very young 
ants devote themselves at first to the 
care of the larvae and pupae, and that 
they take no share in the defense of 
the nest or other out-of-door work u n ­ 
til they are some days old. This seems 
natural, because their first skin is com­ 
paratively soft; and it would not be 
well for them to undertake rough work 
or run into danger until their armor 
had had time to harden. 
It has been discovered by Dr. Bruce 
that the tsetse 
fly (Glossina 
morsi- 
tans), so fatal in Africa to cattle, is 
viviparous, not laying eggs, but bring­ 
ing forth living, fully grown maggots. 
These larvae shortly after being born 
transform into pupae, the external lar­ 
val skin hardening and assuming an 
ovate shape, with ears at one end. 
This discovery lias been authenticated, 
says Nature, by Peringuev, who has 
bred from puparia sent by the gov­ 
ernor of Natal, which is undoubtedly 
this fly.

Rev. Dr. Edgar, who had charge of a 
Presbyterian church in Nashville. 
He 
had preached some sermons which Gen. 
Jackson listened to with interest after 
he left the presidency and returned to 
the Hermitage. 
A discourse on the 
manner in which Providence regulated 
and shaped lives and affairs of men and 
an impressive application of the idea to 
the general’s own career made a par­ 
ticularly profound impression on his 
mind. 
He sent for Dr. Edgar and ex­ 
pressed a wish to be received Into the 
Presbyterian church at the Hermitage 
at once, together with 
his daughter. 
The clergyman propounded to him the 
necessary 
questions concerning 
the 
convert’s frame of mind, his personal 
experiences and his faith in the doc­ 
trines of the church. 
Everything went 
smoothly, and “Old Hickory” answered 
all the questions satisfactorily until Dr. 
Edgar aroused the Bleeping lion within 
him by asking: 
“General, it is my 
duty to put you one more question. Can 
you forgive all your enemies?” “Yes,” 
replied 
the venerable 
patriot, with 
great earnestness, “I can freely forgive 
my political enemies, but (warming up) 
as for those who abused me when I 
was serving my country in the field and 
those who attacked me for serving my 
country—no, doctor, that is a different 
case.” 
The clergyman, of course, informed 
him that forgiveness of all men would 
be a necessary condition to his spiritual 
regeneration and entrance into the 
church. 
Hut It required a long argu 
ment before Dr. Edgar could convince 
him that it was a proper thing to for­ 
give his enemies. 
He was not long af­ 
terward admitted as a member of the 
church at the Hermitage, and it is said 
that he spent a large portion of his time 
until his death reading the Bible. 
He 
was at one time proposed as a ruling 
elder of the church, but declined to 
serve, and in his will he expressed his 
religious feeling thus: 
"I bequeath 
my body to the dust whence it comes 
and my sould to God who gave it, hop 
ing for a happy immortality through 
the atoning merits of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the savior of the world.” 
Gen 
Jackson’s spirit toward his enemies 
would flame up, however, to the last 
and even on his dying bed. 
It was in 
his last sickness that this same Pres­ 
byterian clergyman, Dr. 
Edgar, was 
sent for, and it was to him that the 
general made his celebrated remark on 
Calhoun. 
The doctor had ventured to 
inquire, in the course of a conversation 
about things in the life of his convert 
in the past, as to what he would have 
done with Senator Calhoun and nls 
South Carolina friends if they had per­ 
sisted in their scheme of nullification. 
Instantly the general exclaimed, rising 
In his bed: 
“ I would have hanged 
them, sir, as high aR Human; 
they 
would have been a terror to traitors for 
all time, and posterity would have pro­ 
nounced it the best act of my life.” 
His last words were that he would meet 
all his household, both white and black, 
before God In heaven. 
After his death 
there was a story to the effeot that a 
Democratic merchant met a Whig mer­ 
chant and said to him: “Ah, it’s a good 
and great man we have lost. 
If any 
man has gone to heaven, Gen. Jackson 
has.” The Whig replied that he was 
not so sure of that. 
“ Well, sir,” was 
the rejoinder, “I tell you that if An­ 
drew Jackson made up his mind to go 
to heaven you may depend upon it he 
is there.”

ARE YOU TO LIVE IN ALASKA? 


A ll th * E ccle sia stic a l H ole* W ere F illed 
by C lergym en . 
A crowded 
audience, largely 
com­ 
posed of clergymen, assembled in one 
of the most spacious halls in Canter­ 
bury to witness the performance of an 
cclesiastical drama by the Rev. Hen­ 
ry Cress well, entitled “The Conversion 
of England,” says the London Stand­ 
ard. 
The day was highly appropriate, 
since it was the anniversary of 
St. 
Augustine’s consecration at Arles, and 
the play was given in compliance with 
suggestion to Dean Farrar by the 
late Archbishop Benson, and as part 
of the celebration of 
the 
thirteenth 
centenary of St. Augustine’s landing 
in England. 
Although it lost consid­ 
erably from the lack of proper scenic 
accommodation and 
adequate 
stage 
room, the drama passed off 
on the 
whole with success. 
It consists of ten 
tableaux, depleting the history of the 
conversion of England, from the scene 
In the market place at Rome, when the 
English slaves attracted the attention 
of Gregory, to the meeting of Augus­ 
tine and his monks with Ethelbert, in 
Thanet, the baptism of Ethelbert at 
Canterbury, the consecration of Au­ 
gustine and the consent of the Brit­ 
ish bishops to co-operate In the work 
of conversion. 
The play has 
In 
it 
much of Incidental interest, and both 
the dresses and scenery 
have 
been 
carefully studied and copied from ear­ 
ly MSS? and specimens in the British 
museum 
and 
elsewhere, 
and from 
sketches and photographs taken on 
the sites represented. 
All the char­ 
acters were played with much earn­ 
estness. 
The ecclesiastical roles were 
filled by clergy, while all taking part 
In 
It 
are 
described 
as 
prominent 
churchmen in the locality. The scene 
outside the Forum at Rome and the 
conference at which Ethelbert granted 
leave to the missionaries to practice 
Christianity in Kent were 
especially 
impressive, and the chanting of th£ an­ 
them sung by Augustine and his mis­ 
sionaries as they approached Canter­ 
bury was also an interesting feature 
of the play. 
A 
second 
performance 
was given in the evening, and 
the 
drama is to be repeated. 
Any balance 
which may remain after payment of 
the heavy expenses will go to the Can­ 
terbury cathedral restoration fund.

PO PU LA R SCIENCE. 


Many persons are desperately afraid 
of night air, and so shut themselves 
into close rooms and breathe an at­ 
mosphere poisoned by human exhala­ 
tions. It is well to avoid draughts, but 
night air, as Florence Nightingale put 
it, is the only air we have at night, 
and it is much wholesomer pure than 
impure. 
M. Ford, in his excellent work on 
ants, has pointed out that very young 
ants devote themselves at first to the 
care of the larvae and pupae, and that 
they take no share in the defense of 
the nest or other out-of-door work un­ 
til they are some days old. This seems 
natural, because their first skin is com­ 
paratively soft; and it would not be 
well for them to undertake rough work 
or run into danger until their armor 
had had time to harden. 
It has been discovered by Dr. Bruce 
that the tsetse 
fly (Glossina 
raorsi- 
tans), so fatal in Africa to cattle, Is 
viviparous, not laying eggs, but bring­ 
ing forth living, fully grown maggots. 
These larvae shortly after being born 
transform into pupae, the external lar­ 
val skin hardening and assuming an 
ovate shape, with ears at one end. 
This discovery has been authenticated, 
says Nature, by Peringuey, who has 
bred from puparia sent by the gov­ 
ernor of Natal, which is undoubtedly 
this fly.

The produce found a 
ready market in the m ining and lum ­ 
bering towns and districts beyond the 
Hookies, through the British Columbia 
country, where it was, we were told, 
difficult to supply the demand.” 
The Klondike is another field now 
open to the Western Canadian farmer 
for all produce of the farm, and the 
officials in the Department of the In­ 
terior, Ottawa, Canada, are kept busy 
sending out literature describing this 
great agricultural country.

W in d m ill S cien ce. 
Mr. Hubbell, at an irrigation conven­ 
tion, said: 
In m echanics the basis of all calcula­ 
tions is upon 
the 
mechanical horse 
power which is the equivalent of 33,000 
pounds lifted one foot in one minute's 
time yielding 33,000 foot 
pounds. 
All 
windmills are given by the m anufact­ 
urer a certain horse power equivalent, 
this capacity being predicted upon what 
the windmill is capable of doing in a 
wind of twenty miles per hour, and 
which is, by the way, a good stiff blow, 
and by far a stronger wind than gener­ 
ally prevails. A more conservative aver­ 
age upon which to base your calcula­ 
tions for general purposes, is not to e x ­ 
ceed an average of more than fifteen 
miles per hour. 
It is here proper to 
say that a windmill of any diameter has 
greater or less power as the square of 
the velocity of the wind in m iles per 
hour, and therefore a mill which would 
develop three horse power 
in fifteen 
miles per hour would have but one and 
one-third horse power capacity when 
the wind was blowing at the rate of ten 
miles per hour. 
The square of 15 is 
225, the square of IO is IOO. 
A mill of 
any diameter will handle a greater or 
less quantity of water as the verticle 
height of discharge in feet iB decreased 
or is increased; for instance, a mill that 
will raise IOO gallons of water per m in­ 
ute fifty feet vertically, will lift 200 
gallons per minute twenty-five feet v er­ 
tically, or the sam e mill will lift fifty 
gallons per m inute IOO feet vertically. 
A cubic foot of water weighs approxi­ 
mately sixty-two and one-half pounds 
and contains approximately seven and 
one-half gallons, a 
gallon 
of water 
weighing about 
eight 
and one-third 
pounds. 
It will be of great personal 
assistance if you will remember that 
the pumping of water is a simple m e­ 
chanical problem, 
and 
acquire 
the 
habit of reducing the quantity of water 
to be handled to so many foot pounds. 
If you will do so it will save you from 
serious disappointment. 
Perpetual m o ­ 
tion has not yet been discovered. 
R e­ 
member above all things one pound of 
any substance, no 
matter what sub­ 
stance, lifted one foot vertically in one 
m inute’s time, or equivalent, requires 
a mechanical force of one foot plus 
the friction which is due to the means 
employed. 
You can lift yourself over 
the fence by your hoot tops just as 
easily as you can get away from this 
fixed law. 
A great deal is said to-day 
by various 
persons 
concerning their 
ability to elim inate friction, and that 
by this means, or that means they can 
discharge a given number of gallons of 
water per minute a given number 
of 
feet vertically with less power that can 
be done by any other means of exactly 
the sam e principle in every detail. 
It 
ought not to take any person long to 
make up his or her mind than the per­ 
son m aking any such statem ents de­ 
liberately deceives him self to say the 
least. 
Along this same line of thought 
it is proper to state that exaggerated 
ideas prevail to what can he accom ­ 
plished by the wind for various power 
purposes. 
The pressure of the atm os­ 
phere at the sea level 
is 
but 
14.7 
pounds per square 
inch. 
W hen 
the 
wind is blowing at a velocity of twenty 
miles per hour, such a wind exerts a 
pressure of but two pounds per square 
foot of surface exposed. 
Therefore the 
power of a w indm ill is necessarily lim ­ 
ited by the velocity of the wind and for 
this reason windm ills can be used for 
pumping water for irrigation or other 
purposes dem anding large volumes of 
water to but a limited extent, and in all 
instances where w indm ills are utilized 
for this purpose they can be success­ 
fully used only in connection with res­ 
ervoirs of ample capacities.

An acre of ground contains 6,372,(JIO 
square inches, 
lf one acre of ground 
be covered with water one inch deep, 
we would have a quantity 
of 
water 
equaling 27,155 
gallons 
or 
what is 
termed one acre inch. 
If the quantity 
of water on the one acre he increased 
to thirteen inches, we would have what 
is called one acre foot, or 43,560 cubic 
feet or 325,851 gallons of water. 
It is 
conceded that in the semi-arid belt one 
foot of water per acre is necessary to 
insure the growing, and it seems to be 
established that this quantity of water 
will be demanded 
principally in tw o 
months of the season. 
To irrigate ten 
acres of land requires, therefore, a to ­ 
tal of 3,258,510 gallons of water, and if 
all is applied in the two months, it re­ 
quires an average of 1,625,250 gallons 
per month. 
Assum ing that a windmill 
will work to its full capacity, ten hours 
per day, thirty days 
per 
month, we 
would then need for the ten acres of 
ground an average of 5,431 gallons per 
hour, or 91 gallons per minute, or 9 1-10 
gallons per m inute per acre. 
A ssum ­ 
ing that this quantity of water must 
be lifted a vertical distance of ten feet. 
it would then require 
a mechanical 
force of 91 (the 
.number of gallons) 
tim es 8 1-3 pounds (the weight of one 
gallon of water) tim es IO feet (the to­ 
tal vertical distance raised in feet), or 
7,580 foot pounds, which divided by 
33,000 foot pounds equals .229 net horse 
power, or to determine the power re­ 
quired by a short method, multiply the 
number of gallons of water to be raised 
per minute (91) by the total vertical 
height raised in feet GO) and by the 
constant .0002527 and we have the same 
result—91xl0x.0002527, 
equaling 
.229. 
Sufficient accuracy is possible by a still 
shorter method and which is one often 
used: Multiply the number of gallons 
per minute by the verticle height In 
feet, point off three decimals from the 
right, and divide by four; the quotient 


is a little less than the actual net horse 
power. 
In the problem under consid­ 
eration, the result by short method is 
91x10, equaling 910. 
Point off three fig­ 
ures from the right and divide by four 
and the result is .2275. 


Freak* and fioecntrlcltlM In Hmm*'1 


G.W. Demarche in American Bee Jour­ 
nal. The things that bees do out of the 
general order of things as pertains to 
their well settled habits, I think are 
properly called “ freaks.” 
Those of us 
who have handled bees for years, and 
observed closely their 
habits, 
know 
that bees some tim es do things that 
cannot be reconciled to the 
common 
law s of reasoning, or instinct. 
Such 
acts are 
freakish 
sudden 
starts 
in 
action, governed by no laws, reasona­ 
ble or instinctive. 
I have seen a colony of bees virtually 
attempt to commit suicide, by refusing 
to accept a queen, or queen-cell, and 
even refuse to 
nurse 
young 
brood. 
Some people would be glad 
to 
say, 
“Maybe they were too old,” etc. 
But 
this cannot he, for I have 
wintered 
many a queenless colony, 
and 
made 
them rear a queen and nurse brood 
until the hive was well stocked with 
young brood ready for the main early 
honey harvest. 
Last summer I was walking through 
my apiary and discovered some bees 
hopping and crawling on the grass in 
front of one of the hives. 
I went up 
closer, and found the grass for several 
feet around the entrance covered with 
partially 
paralyzed 
bees 
dragging 
them selves aim lessly about. 
“A chh<* 
of paralysis!” exclaim s the novice. No; 
the cause was a “balled queen.” 
Bees 
often sting each other in their scramble 
to ball a queen, yet, strange enough, 
they do not sting the queen. 
I have seen a truant swarm leave 
the apiary and go straight to a hollow 
tree, and I have seen a swarm of bees 
leave the apiary with “business airs,” 
and pass over fields and 
through 
a 
dense woods straight to a 
hunch 
of 
ironweeds, two miles away. 
I saw one 
swarm of bees pass through the largest 
tract of timbered land in the vicinity 
of my apiary and settle on a fence near 
a farm house, and was taken In by 
the farmer. 
I had a swarm of bees 
take leave of my apiary—as though it 
was disgusted with such quarters, go 
a quarter of a mile, settle on a hush, 
then break the cluster, and make a 
“bee-line” back to the apiary and set­ 
tle on a tree. 
I once saw a swarm of bees ‘‘hived ’ 
by what may properly be called an ac­ 
cident (?). 
The swarm was struggling 
in the air against a stiff gale, and a 
sudden gust of wind swept them to the 
ground near the entrance of an empty 
hive, and the hive acting as a "sound­ 
ing hoard” in response to the hum of 
their wings, the bees caught the sound 
and hived them selves. My observations 
have led me to believe that in a state 
of nature more sw arm s of bees find 
homes by the s e n s e of h e a r in g than in 
all other ways. 
I once saw a swarm of bees In its 
flight pass near the top of a large ap­ 
ple tree, and the rear part of the swarm 
seemed to catch the sound from a hole 
in a dead limb of the tree, and made a 
rush for the hollow limb, while the 
main part of the swarm was evidently 
bent on going forward, but the loud 
’ limn ’ af the hoie in the limb pre­ 
vailed, and the whole swarm attempted 
to enter a cavity in the limb too small 
to accommodate half of the swarm. I 
smoked them out and hived them. 
I once had a swarm of bees to refuse 
to stay in any hive I put them into. 
Their craze was to locate and build 
comb on the limb they first settled on, 
and finally I let a part of the swarm 
try the experiment. 
They made a liv­ 
ing until the honey season was over, 
and then starved out. 
Bees do some things so wide of tin1 
mark of common sense that their acts 
are both amusing and astounding to 
a reasoning mind. 
The following is an 
example among many that might be 
mentioned: 
I sometimes leave on the hive a ease 
of partially filled sections with honey, 
to supplement scant winter stores in 
the breeding department of the hive. 
Well, in some way a large grey mouse 
got into one of the cases above the 
brood nest, and its escape was cut off 
by a full brood nest of lively bees be­ 
low. 
It occurred to me that if those 
bees had stopped to reflect, they might 
have cleared a way down througii the 
brood department to the entrance, and 
then sent a detachment of fierce young 
“buck” bees into the super, with in­ 
structions to shriek and yell after that 
mouse until, panic-stricken, he hied his 
w a y —hair and hide—down the cleared 
way to thf1 open air, and thus sum mari­ 
ly eject him as an obstreperous tenant. 
But they did no such thing. 
They ma­ 
liciously murdered the 
intruder, and 
proceeded to reduce him to as nice, 
white, clean skeleton as any naturalist 
ever had the pleasure of adding to his 
collection of curiosities; “bone to his 
hone,” as clean and nice as if the whole 
carcass had been boiled, scraped and 
sandpapered. 
I have seen a big bumble-bee slip in ­ 
to a hive when the portals were strong­ 
ly guarded by vigilant warriors, and I 
have seen him (?) led out by the ears 
(?), after he had passed the guards into 
the dark interior of the hive. 
Now let 
som e one ask the question, “Do bees 
see?” along with the querry, “Do bees 
hear?” 
Such a blunder on the part of 
the guards of the Czar's palace would 
cost them their heads.

This is continued for three years, when 
the government turns over the plant 
and business to the farmers, giv­ 
ing 
them 
a 
clear 
title 
of 
it. 
Thus these creameries are put in 
at a minimum cost to the farmer J 
and paid for in a way that he least I 
feels it. 
When we were there butter 
was selling at 21 and 22 cents per 
pound. Cheese factories were being es­ 
tablished, too, along the railroad and 
much of the freight loaded on the cars 
on our return trip consisted of butter 
and cheese, as it was in the best sea­ 
son for milk. 
The produce found a 
ready market in the mining and lum­ 
bering towns and districts beyond the 
Rockies, through the British Columbia 
country, where it was, we were told, 
difficult to supply the demand.” 
The Klondike is another field now 
open to the Western Canadian farmer 
I 
for all produce of the farm, and tho 
officials in the Department of the In­ 
terior, Ottawa, Canada, are kept busy 
sending out literature describing this 
great agricultural country. The agents

United States are also supplied with 
literature, which they distribute free.
